1. It appears that tomorrow's NSC meeting will be 

nothing more than a replay of last Thursday's SIG-IEP meeting, 
except that the President will be present. No papers have 

been produced for the meeting. I checked with my counterparts 
at State who report that Shultz will give the same presentation 
tomorrow that he gave last Thursday. As you will see from 

Memo for the Record (attached), Shultz did quite a 
it of the talking at the meeting.
